Faubus Gives 
Legislature

LITTLE ROCK 0\P)—Gov. Or- 


val E. Faubus made an intense 
appeal today for $417,000 in ap- 
propriations for slate, district and 
county livestock shows. 


The governor devoted a major 


portion of a speech prepared for 
tjplivcry to a joint special legisla- 
te session lo the benefits of live- 
stock shows. 


He also made a strong plea for 


a $275,000 appropriation for a new 
vocational training school. 


He was less enthusiastic, how- 


ever, about a proposal to create 
a slate Crimes Commission. 


He said he would leave that to 


the judgment of the legislature. 


\ppropriations for the livestock 


and the vocational school 


were defeated in the last special 
session, which set up a

Faubus reviewed his own past 


as a farm boy and said the live- 
stock shows deserved a great deal 
of credit for agriculture advances 
in recent years.
